PEACK BATH HER VICTORIES. 
Ths treaty of arbitration between the 


United States and Great Britain, it is 
announced, will probably be completed 


and 
signed within the next three 


weeks. 
The completion of this treaty 


will mark an im portant epoch in the 


relations between the two 
English- 


speaking nations, and in the judgm ent 


of those who hate been most indentified 


with its oonsumm&tion it will be the 


most im portant document of a peaceful 


character in the history of their mutual 


dealings. 
The treaty is to cover a per­ 


iod of fiye years; the board is to be 


made up of three m em bersofthe United 


States judiciary and three members of 


England's judiciary; and all diflbrence» 


now pending or that may arise between 


the two countries will be subm itted to 


this board except the Venezuelan and 


Bering Sea controversies which are now 


in process of settlem ent by other plans 


This 
treaty ‘ finds 
the mode 
of 


settling all disputes now bstween 
the 


countries. 


The main purpose is to guard against 


future diffences threatening a rupture, 


and in this the negotiators believe 


that the terms of the instrum ent will 


be such as to avoid all possibility of in 


ternational conflict for the future 
and 


this is regarded as the main achieve­ 


ment. 
It is one said to be peculiarly 


advantageous to the commercial inter­ 


ests of both countries, assuring them 


against rumors of war or the serious 


prospect of war. 
As one of those con­ 
cerned in the negotiations sums up the 


result. 
W hen a serious difference arises be­ 


tween the two countries, instead of a 


public feeling that & war may result and 


a consequent unsettling of commercial 
intarests, as occurred during the Vene­ 


zuelan crisis, the public will know be­ 
yond all possibility of rumor or report 


that the difference is one which will be 
settled by arbitration instead of a possi 


ble resort to arms. 
This public senti­ 
m ent against alarm is felt to be no less 


beneficial, as one of the features secured 
by the treaty than the plan of arbitration 


itself.

Clure made a speech on that oc casion 
which should have great interest not 
only to his fellow journalists, but also 
to the public at large. 
It is true, as he 
said, that the modern newspaper is a 
great power. 
Much has been said along 
this line, but not enough attention has 
been given to the consequences which 
flow from the adm ittedly great in­ 
fluence of the press, and to a considers 
tion of these consequence! the P hil­ 
adelphia editor addressed himself. 
W e do not always realize what an 
im portant factor the newspaper is in 
our civilization. 
Indeed, many of the 
men who are mo3t influenced by it are 
unconscious of the fact. This is a nation 
of newspaper reader*. The daily paper 
* read, to quote from Colonel McClure’s 
evccllcnt ftHdrA.ss "not only by the 
m m and women of m ature years, but 
it begin* its offices as teachsr in the 
home circle as soon as the child becomes 
a pupil in the school, and it is con­ 
stantly, though imperceptibly, moldin g 
the minds of the millions of 
our 
youths of all classes 
and 
all con­ 
ditions, and it has no vacations in its 
great work." 
Plainly, those who wield such an in­ 
fluence ought to leei the rtwpoueiuljr 
which rests upon them. 
Colonel Mc- 
MoClure is right when he says that he 
does not speak of the newspaper as a 
power “to claim tor it honors which 
res tmay be questioned, but** to present 
the oppressive responsibilities which 
upon those who are to day educating a 
nation of 70,000,000 of people under a 
government where every citizens is a 
sovereign, and where the people hold 
in their own hands the destiny of the 
greatest republic of the world.’’ 
W e 
believe 
that, 
generally 
speaking 
the editor* of our great newspapers ap­ 
preciate to the full the burden of the 
responsibility resting upon them . These 
are, of course, exceptions, but, in spite 
of the sneers at American newspapers, 
we think that, as a rule, they are doing 
their great work honestly and con­ 
scientiously. 
The service which they 
rendered to the cause of honest govern­ 
m ent and sound finance in the cam' 
paign just closed is proof of their wise 
use of the power which they possess. 
But it is well to have this responsibility 
enforced and emphasized by such a 
man as Colonel McClure.

Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of 
Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glass 
workers; and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in tho past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was w hat is 
commonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
that morning in sedan chairs, each es- j .which give it its true beauty and value 
corted by two mounted officers of tho 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of the Tsung li Yamen, 
who conducted them to tho Shih Yung 
Kung, the temple of the great river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet- 
meats. An hour later they wore escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in w ith yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and rapi>ed 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by membeis 
of the foreign office, wTas conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves aiul the ter­ 
race being crowded w ith eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace and civil and m il­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em­ 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point betw een the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Ching, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of tho emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. 
The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft­ 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places between the dragon pillars, hi* 
Vxn*n re frnticloforl in fn PkinA Bi 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, w ith bows at thre* 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall were ■ 
covered with inscriptions 
and rare 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares 1)^ 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted w ith the dragon 
figures. The supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, coverod w ith figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stoo^ 1 
Prince Po, on his left Prince Ko, an i 
near him Prince Ching. The room wa* 
lim'd on either side by two rows of high 
officers of the Imperial guards and 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. No arm* 
were visible except the swords worn by J 
the emperor and the princes. The im ­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, w ith silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outside 
the doors. They presented a picturesque ‘ 
appearance. On either side of the em* I 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, ! 
supporting at tho top what appeared to 


for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect these and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. W hatever glass may bo, it 
is in its natural state not crystalline, m 
that nature is outraged whwr we grind 
it into sharp nngnlar forms th at belong 
rather to other materials. The old Vene- 
tiau glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained w ith the richest 
possible colors, and nil theye qualities 
are retained in tho newly resrhed man­ 
ufacture at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in fa­ 
vor of glass blown and w orked ove* 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and as 
it is almost impossible that any two 
should be exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple \ideed, tho buyer 
chooses according to his fancy and is 
sure that uo one else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size and shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys at once the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
W’orking it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano m aterial is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, o* ai 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced.

PRACK HATH HER VICTORIES. 
T h* treaty of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain, it is 
announced, will probably be completed 
and 
signed within the next three 
weeks. 
The completion of this treaty 


will mark an im portant epoch in the 
relations between the two 
English- 
speaking nations, and in the judgment 
of those who have been most indentified 


with its consummation it will be the 
most im portant document of a peaceful 


character in the history of their mutual 
dealings. 
The treaty is to cover a per­ 
iod of fiye years; the board is to be 
made up of three members of the United 


States judiciary and three members of 
England’s judiciary; and all diflorences 
now pending or that may arise between 
the two countries will be subm itted to 


this board except the Venezuelan and 
Bering Sea controversies which are now 


in process of settlem ent by other plans 
This 
treaty ‘ finds 
tho mode 
of 


settling all disputes now between 
the 


countries. 


The main purpose is to guard against 
future distances threatening a rupture, 
and in this the negotiators believe 


that the terms of the instrum ent will 
be such as to avoid all possibility of in­ 


ternational conflict for the future 
and 
this is regarded as the main achieve­ 
ment. 
It is one said to be peculiarly 
advantageous to the commercial inter­ 
ests of both countries, assuring them 
against rumors of war or the serious 


prospect of war. 
As one of those con­ 
cerned in the negotiations sums up the 


result. 
W hen a serious difference arises be­ 
tween the two countries, instead of a 
public feeling that a war may result and 
a consequent unsettling of commercial 
interests, as occurred during the Vene­ 
zuelan crisis, the public will know be­ 
yond all possibility of rumor or report 


that the difference is one which will be 
settled by arbitration instead of a possi 
ble resort to arms. 
This public senti­ 
ment against alarm is felt to be no less 
beneficial, as one of the features secured 
by the treaty than the plan of arbitration 


itself.

SHOT OFF BOTH HIS HANDS. 


THE NEWSPAPER. 


There was a banquet given W ednes­ 
day night to Col. Alexander * McClure, 
editor of the Philadelphia T uuri, 
in 
honor of the completion of a career of 
fifty years in journalism 
Colonel Mc­ 
Clure made a speech on that oc camion 
which should have great interest not 
only to his fellow journalists, but also 
to the public at large. 
It is true, as he 
said, that the modern newspaper is a 
great power, 
Much has been said along 
this line, but not enough attention has 
been given to the consequences which 
flow from the adm ittedly great in­ 
fluence of the press, and to a considers 
tion of these consequences the Phil­ 
adelphia editor addressed himself. 
We do not always realize what an 
im portant factor the newspaper is in 
our civilization. 
Indeed, many of the 
men who are most influenced by it are 
unconscious of the fact. This is a nation 
of newspaper readers. The daily paper 
re id, to quote from Colonel McClure’s 
excellent address, “not only by the 
m m and women of m ature years, but 
it begins its offices a* teacher in the 
home circle as soon as the child becomes 
a pupil in the school, and it is con 
stantly, though imperceptibly, amidin g 
the minds of the millions of 
our 
youths of all classes 
and 
all con 
ditions, and it has no vacations in its 
great work.” 
Plainly, those who wield such an in­ 
fluence ought to feel the responsibly 
which rests upon them. 
Colonel Mc- 
MoClure is right when he says that he 
does not speak of the newspaper as a 
power “to claim tor it honors which 
res tmay be questioned, but** to present 
the oppressive responsibilities which 
upon those who are to day educating a 
nation of 70,000,000 of people under a 
government where every citizens is 
sovereign, and where the people hold 
in their own hands the destiny of the 
greatest republic of the world.” 
W e 
believe 
that, 
generally 
speaking 
the editors of our great newsp iper* ap 
predate to the full the burden of the 
responsibility resting upon them. These 
are, of course, exceptions, but, in spite 
of the sneers at American newspapers 
we think that, as a rule, they are doing 
their great work honestly and con 
scientiously. 
The service which they 
rendered to the cause of honest govern 
m ent and sound finance in the cam 
paign just closed is proof of their wise 
use of the power which they possess. 
But it is well to have this responsibility 
enforced and emphasis >d by such 
man as Colonel McClure.

CHINESE SPLENDOR. 


THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS BEFORE THU 
REIGNING POTENTATE. 


A Form al 
Reception br the Em peror. 
Stiff Necked Ceremony In the M idst of 
Rich Trapping* - M agnificent 
Tem ples 
and Palaces In the Forbidden City. 


VENETIAN GLASS. 


I 


After tho present emperor ascended 
the throne of China his government 
fielded the point and agreed to receive 
the diplomatic corps in the same man­ 
ner that they are received by the sover­ 
eigns of Europe. The first ceremony of 
the kind, which took place on March 5, 
1891, was an event in Chinese history. 
The members of the several legations 
arrived at Fn Hua, or East Flower gate 
of the forbidden city, at IO o’clock on 


Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glass 
workers; and of late years they have 
been reviving tho ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
commonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­

that morning in sedan chairs, each es- .which give it it# true beauty and value 
corted by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of the Tsung Ii Yamen, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yung 
Kung, the temple of the great river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet­ 
meats. An hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragons. The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by members 
of the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to t ho 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace aud civil and mil­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em­ 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced aud hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Cniug, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of tho emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. Tho emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mautchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to thei» 
places between tho dragon pillars, his 
remarks being translated into Chines# 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at three 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall wert 
covered with inscriptions 
aud rare 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares IX 


for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect these and force it ternate forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. Whatever glass may ba, it 
Is in its natural state not crystalline, se 
that nature is outraged whoa we grind 
It into sharp angular forms that belong 
rather to other materials. Tile old Vene­ 
tian glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained with the richest 
possible colors, and all the#© qualities 
are retained in the newly revived man­ 
ufacture at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in far 
vor of glass blown and workixl ovet 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and as 
it is almost impossible that any two 
should be exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple indeed, the buyer 
chooses according to his fancy and is 
sure that uo one else possesses a pieco 
exactly the same size and shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys atonoe the characteristic light* 
•ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano material is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, ox at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
The 
flamma, perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, tho millefioro, 
the smelze, including perfect imitations 
of agates, chalcedons, lapis lazuli, etc,, 
for mosaic, the aqua marina, rich ruby 
colors, the brilliant avventurino, all are 
here, and rn;my other kinds of work, 
some of which are imitation! of the old 
glass and some now inventions, 
j 
The tool# used are a hollow reed of 
j iron, a few instruments like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stamp with a 
strawberry shaped die. The end of the 
rod is dipped into molten glass of, say, 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
1 on its end. ff too much or too little if 
taken, the wineglass will not be of th* 
right size, and if the metal, as it is coll- 
j od, is not of the right temperature, th* 
| color will be too dark or too light. Tho 
lump is rolled on a tublo into symmetry 
| aud heated again.

On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painted imitations of peacock tail# 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 
Lengthy inscriptions in Mautchoo wox# 
engraved upon a marble plinth back af 
the throne. Six immense incense bowl! 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by aa 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value, were placed around the platform, 
while from the wiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps made during th* 
Toa-Kuung dynasty. On the table is 
front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered with yellow' satin, embroidered 
with figures of dragons, w*as placed th# 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jade and gold, tile handle formed by 
the body aud tail of a dragon, its moat! 
as the tobacco bowL 
Within the pink walls that surrounded 
the forbiddt a city are several temple! 
and 40 or more palaces aud other build 
lug# which are occupied a# residences 
by the emperor’# immediate attendant# 
and officers of the guard. They arc a1) 
of one story and of uniform architecture 
differing only in dimensions.
